The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the limitation of "a threshold value 
voltage setting circuit arranged to compare a third threshold value voltage lower than 
the second threshold value voltage with the input voltage and, when the input voltage 
changes from a low voltage to a high voltage and intersects the third threshold value 
voltage, outputs a pulse for a predetermined period thereafter so that the second 
threshold value is selected in the input voltage comparing circuit" as called for in 
independent claim 4.
